Can Miracles Happen? 



By DONALD COLE

An Anti-supematuralist is one who 
refuses to believe in the possibility of 
miracles. Assuming that miracles 
can't happen, they reject the Bible- 
which says they did happen. The 
assumption that they can't happen is 
based on another assumption-the 
assumption that nature operates 
uniformly, i.e. in accordance with 
certain laws. Logically, if nature does 
indeed operate according to fixed 
laws, there is no room for miracles. 

But does nature operate in this way, 
or is the concept of the uniformity of 
nature an assumption? The answer is, 
it is ah assumption; there is no 
conceivable experiment that can 
prove the validity of the concept. 
Consequently, anti-supernaturalists 
who base their objection to the 
miracles of the Bible on the principle 
of the uniformity of nature are forced 
into either of two positions: they 
accept as fact what they cannot prove, 
in this way becoming philosophers 
rather than scientists, or they view 
uniformity as as assumption neces- 
sary to scientific investigation. In this 
case, they refuse to discuss the 
validity of their position. 

The truth-as already stated nere- 
is that science cannot prove the truth 
' of the uniformity of nature; it must' 
remain an assumption. Christians 
don't object to this; what we protest is 
unwarranted conclusions based on an 
unproveable assumption. To say that 
miracles can't happen, when the only 
support for the statement is an 



unproved and unproveable assump- 
tion, is presumptions and unscientific. 

This does not mean that we 
Christans deny the uniformity of 
nature. The truth is, the uniformity of 
nature is a theological concept 
derived from the belief that God is 
orderly. Therefore His creation is 
orderly; it operates steadily, rhyth- 
mically, according to rule. If nature 
were chaotic, there would be no way 
to detect a miracle; in fact, there 
would be no way to define a miracle. 
In a universe in which anything can 
happen at any moment, what could be 
defined as a miracle? 

No, Christians do not deny science's 
precious concept of the uniformity of 
nature. But we do protest abuse of the 
concept. Science is not entitled to use 
an unproveable concept-which is in 
reality based on the nature of God-to 
rule out the possibility of supernatural 
events. This kind of science is what 
Paul referred to as "science, falsely 
called." It is not knowledge at all ; it is 
the unbelief of those who refuse to 
acknowledge that God is, and that He 
is a rewarder of those who diligently 
seek Him. (Hebrews 11:6) 

Rejection of the scriptures . on the 
basis of an unproveable assumption is 
evidence of spiritual darkness. Jesus 
said, "If... the light within you is 
darkness, how great is that dark- 
ness!'' (Matt. 6:23) But light is 
shining, and those now groping 
in darkness can find it — if they but 
look. As Jesus said, "I am the light of 
the world; he who follow Me shall not 
walk in the darkness, but shall have 
the light of life." (John 8: 12)
